To Hon. Willinin I,. Wil^.iu and Othem, 
Conitiiittt'c. t f( : 

Gentlkmkn In responding to jour 
formal notification of my nominntion to 
the presidency by the national Democracy, 
I hope I may be permitted to say at the 
oatMt that continued reflection <ind ob- 
•erratlon have confined me in my adher- 
ence to the opinionH, which I have hereto- 
fore plainly and publicly declared, touch- 
ing the queMtiotis involved in the canvaM. 

Thla is a time, Hl>ove all otheni, 'vrheu 
these questioim should be considered in the 
light afforded by a Kober appreheneloB of 
the principles upon which our government 
Is based, and a clear understanding of the 
relation it bears to the people for whose 
tienefit it was created. We Khali thus be 
■applied with a t>i8t by which the value of 
tay proposition relating to the mainten 
aoee and administration of our govern- 
meat can be aeoertoined, and by which the 
Joitioe and honeatj of everf political ques 
tiOD can be Judged. If doetrinea or theories 
M* preeented whloh do not eatUfy this 
teitt loyal Amsrieaniem matt proaonnce 
Ibeoi falee and misohierooa. 

The protection in the exolodve use and 
enjoyment nt their property and earnings, 
cenoededly oonstitutee the eepecial pur- 
pose and mlsaionof our free government. 
Thie design la so interwoven with the 
•tructure at our plan of rale, that failure 
to protect the dtlcens in each tiae and en 
loyment, or their tujustiflable diminution 
oy the government itself, is a betrayal cf 
the people's trust. 

We have, however, undertaken to bulUl 
a great nation upon a plan especially our 
own. To m.iintaln it and to furnish 
through its HKtncy, the means for the ac- 
complifllmiput of national objects, the 
Anierlran pi'ople are willing through 
fedoral taxation to surrender a part of 
their tiiirnings and income. 

TarilT legislation presents a familiar 
form of fedt thI tjixiilinu. ."^uch l( ij;:<lHtion 
results as siiri ly in n t.ix upon t lie <laily 
life of our pccplc .-is tlie tribute paid di- 
rectly into t lu' lidmlh of the taxgatherer. 
We feci thf liMi ilcn of ihe.se tariff taxes too 
palpably to lie pcr.smwled by any sopliistry 
that llicy (l<i not e.xist. or are piiiil by for- 
eigners. Sudi tuxes representing a tlitiii- 
Dutloii of the property riuhts of the people 
are only justitlable wlien laid and collected 
for the purpo.se of uuiintaiuing our govorn- 
ment, and furniithinn the means for the 
aooomplishmeiil of its legitiniato purpose 
and functions. This is taxation under the 
operation of a tarilT for reventie. It ac- 
cords with the profession* of American 
free in^iitutions ami its justict' and hon- 
esty answer the tust supplied by a correct 
appret iation of the prinelplee upoD which 
these institutions rest. 

This theory of t.irifT legislation mani- 
festly enjoins strict economy in public e.v- 
penditures ami tlieir limitation to legiti- 
mate public ii-es. iiiiisnuich as it exhibits 
»8 absolute e.\ tort inn any exaction, by way 
of taxation, from tlie substance of the peo- 
ple, l)eyond th ' neressities of a careful and 
proper administration of government. 

Opposed to this theory, llie dogni.i is now 
boldly presented, that tariff taxation is 

iustififtbl* till the e.\pre.^.s purpo.^u and 
atent of tberuby pronioting espt^'ial inter 
eeta andenterpri.ses. such a proposition is 
so olaarly contrary to the spirit of our con- 
stitution and bo directly sncourages the 
disturbance by selflsbness and greed of pa- 
triotic sentiment, that its statement would 
rudely shock our people, if they had not 
almdy been iusiduously allured from the 
■lite landmarks of principle. Never have 
honest deelre for national growth, patriotic 
devotion to couutfy. and sincere regard for 
thoae who toil, been so betrayed to the sup- 
port ol a pernicious doctrine. 

In Ite behalf, the plea that our infant In- 
dnstriee should be fostered did service uv- 
tU disoiedited by our aUlwart growth, 
then followed the exigencies of a terrible 
war whieh made our people heedless of the 
opportunitiee for ulterior schemes afforded 
by their willing and patriotic payment of 
onpreoedented tribute; and now, after a 
long period of peace, when our overbur 
dened ooontryaMn ask for relief and a 
Nstoratkn to a fuller enjoyment of their 
incomes and earnings, they are met by the 
claim that tariff taxation, for the sake of 
protection, la aii Ame ri can system, the 
continuance of which la necessary, in 
order that high wages may be paid to our 
workingmen and a home market be pro^ 
Tided for our farm producte. . 

These pretences should no longer deceive. 
The truth is that such a mtam is dinictly 
un'ugonized by every sentiment of jiutlte 
un<l fairness of which Amerieaiw are pre 
•iiiliiniily proud. It is also true tuat while 
our workingmen and farmere can, least of 
all our people, defend themselves against 
the harder home life which such tariff tax 
ation decrees the workingman suffering 
from the importation and employment of 
pauper^ labor instigated by his professed 
friends, and seeking security for hie inter- 
ests in drgjwiased co-operation, still waits 
for a division of the advantages secured to 
his employer under cover of a generoiu so- 
licitude for bis wages, while the farmer is 
learning that the prices of his prtxiucts are 
tlxed in foreign markets where he suffers 
frum u competition invited and built up 
by the system he la a.sked to support. 

The struggle for unearned advantages at 
the doors of the government tramples on 
the rights of those who patiently rely upon 
assnranics of American equality. Every 
governinentHl concession to clamorous 
favorites in\ corruptiou'jn political sf- 
{airs by tucuurauiug the expenditi^re of 



money to debauch suffrage in support of a 
policy directly favorable to private and 
selfish gain. This in the end in\ist Rtrangle 
patriotism and weaken p. pular confidence 
in the rectitude of Hepuhlic.in institu- 
tions. 

Though the subject of tariff legislation 
involves a question of markets, it also in- 
volves a question of morals. We can not, 
with impunity permit injustice to taint 
the spirit of right and eipiity which is the 
life of otir republic; and we shall fail to 
reach our national destiny if greed and 
Solfisliuess Iccd the way. 

Recoguizinif these truths, the national 
Democracy will ssek by the application-of 
just and sounil principles, to equalize to 
our people the .jlesslngs due ihem from the 
government they support to promote 
among our countrymen a closer com- 
isonlty ef Interests cemeutul by patriot- 
ism an<l national prMe, laA to poiat eat s 
fair field, Where proapeross and dlverslied 
American enterprise may grow and thrive 
in the wholesome atmoephere of American 
Industry, Ingenuity and iatelligenca. 

Tariff reform la still our porpoae. 
Theogh we oppoee the theory that tariff 
laws may be passsd having for the object 
the granting of disorfminatiog and unfair 
govemneatal aid to private ventures, we 
wage no extrrmtuatiug war against any 
American Interests, ^e believe a read- 
justment can be accomplished, in acconl- 
ance with the principlee we profess, with- 
out disaster or demolition. We believe 
that the advantagee of freer raw material 
should be acconled to our manufacturers, 
and we contemplate fair and careful dis- 
tribution of necessary tArlflf burdens, 
rather tlutn the precijiitatfon of free trade. 

We anticipate witli calmness tlu> mis- 
representation of otir luotiveH and pur- 
po.ses, instigated liy ,i .selfishness which 
seeks to hold iu Unrelenting grasp its un- 
fair advantage tmder present tarilT laws. 
We will rely upon tlif intelligence of our 
fellow countrymen to reject t)ie cliarge 
that a parly comprising a majority of our 
peoph- is plaiiiiiiig tlie d.istruction orinjury 
of Ariic'ricin interests, ami we know they 
cannot he fi iiihtened liy tlie spectre of im- 
possible free trade. 

The ailminislruiion and manauement of 
our government ilepend on popnl.ir will. 
Federal power is 'he inHtruineiit of that 
will— not its master. Therefore tlie at- 
temi)ts of t he opponents of iJenioi racy to 
interferi' witli and control the sufTr/ige of 
the state, tliroiigli f> di ral agencies devel- 
ops a desiga. which no explauiition can 
mitigate, to reverse the fiindHrnen'al and 
safe relations between the iieople and their 
Kovernment. Such .in attempt can not 
fall to \te reganled by thotlghtful men as 
proofs of a liohl di'teriidnation to secure the 
asccnilcncy of a disc redited party in reck- 
le.ss disregard of a free expression of the 
popular will. To resist such a scheme is 
an Impulse of Democracy. At all times 
and in all places we trust the iieople. As 
against a disposition to foi-ee the way to 
federal power, we present to them 
as our claim to their confidence and sup- 
port, a 'steady ehamplonshlp of their 
right.<<. 

The people are entitled to sound and 
honest money abundantly sufllcient in 
voluiueto supply their business needs. Hut 
whatever may be the form of the people's 
currency, national or state— whether gold, 
silver, or paper^it should be so regulated 
and guarded by governmental action, or by 
wise and careful laws, that no oak can be 
deluded as to the certainty and stability 
of its value. Kvery dollar put into the 
baud of the people should be of the same 
intrinsic value or purchasini; power. With 
this condition almolutely tiuaranteeil, both 
gold and ^ver can be safely uUliaed, upon 
equal terms In the adjustment of oar cnr- 
rency. 

In dealing with this subject no selfish 
scheme should tie allowed to intervene and 
uo doubtful experiment should be at 
tempted. The wants of our people, arlHiug 
from the deflciency or imporfoot distribu- 
tion of mopey circulation, ought to be 
fully and honestly recognised and eflleiently 
remedied. It (^lould, however, be constant- 
ly remembered, that the Inconvenience or 
loss that might arise from each a situation 
can be much easier borne than theoniver- 
sal dlstrees that most follow a decrease in 
the oamnnr. 

Public offloere are the agents of the peo- 
ple. It Is therefore their duty to sseure for 
those whom they repteeent the best and 
most sfBoieut performance of public work. 
This plainly can be best accomplished by 
regatdlng ascertained lltness in the selec 
tion of government employes. Theee con 
siderations alone avesamdentjustllloatlon 
for an honest adhermee to the letter and 
spirit of civil service reform. There are. 
however, other features of this plan which 
abundantly commend it. Through its op 
eratiou worthier merit is every station and 
condition of American life is recosnissd in 
the distribution of publio employment, 
whils its application tends to raise the 
staudard of political activity from spoils- 
hunting and unthinking party affiliation 
to the advocacy at pMty priaetplea by 
reason and argument. 

The American people are genHKNM ftod 
grateful; they have iinpresssd thsM eliar- 
acteristics upon their government There- 
fore all patriotic and just citizens must 
commend liberal consideration for our 
worthy vetei-ans soldieii* and for the fam- 
ilies of those who dieil. \o complaint 
should be made of the amount of public 
money p,-iid to tho>i' actually disahleil or 
miidw d'^pendeiit liy army servioiv Hut oiii 
pension roll sIkmiM liu a roll f)fhouor, n:i 
contaminated hy ill desert and unvii lai ed 
by demagogic use. Tiiis is due to those whose 
worthy names adorn the roll, and to all 
our i)eople w lio deliKlit to honor 1 lie hr,i\ e 
and tiiB true. It is also due to those wlio 
in years to < one- shonhl Is? allowi-d to hear, 
reverently and lovingly, the story of Ameri- 
can patriotism and fortltiule, illustrated by 
our pension roll. The prefeveiices accordwl 
t.<j veteran snidier iu public employment 
should be i-eciired to them honestly and 
willioul e\a-h'ii and when capable and 
worthy, their claim to the heljiful regard 
and gratitude of t\ii \f o'lmtryuien ShOOld 
be ungrudgingly ackno» ledged 

The assurance to the people of the ut 
most individual llherly consistent with 
peai'e and good onler is a cardinal princi- 
ple of our govermiient. This gives no 
saiK'tion to ve\atMais sumptuary laws 
which unue<:e.ssHrily Interfere with such 
hi^bitcapd customji of oar people aa. are 



not offensive to a just moral sens« and ate 
not iuronsistent with gocxl citizenship and 
the public welfare. The same principle re 
(pilres that the line in tw een the subjects 
which are properly within governmental 
control ami those which are more fittingly 
left to parental regulation should be care 
fully kept in view. An enforced education, 
wiseh deeniifd u proper preparation for 
< itif.enslup, should not involve the impair- 
ment of wholesale parental authority nor 
do violence to the household conscience. 
I'Hternallsm in goverimient finds no ap- 
proval in the creed of Democracy. It is a 
symptom of misrule, whether it is mani- 
fested in unauthori/.eil gifts or by un war 
rauted control of personal and family 
aflfalr. 

Uur people, sfill cherishing the feeling 
of hiauan fallowsbip which belonged to our 
begiutung as a nation, require their gov 
ernmeut to express for them their sympa- 
thy with all those who are oppressed under 
any rule l^ss free than ours. 

A generous hospitality, which is one of 
the most prominent of our national char- 
acteristics, prompts us to welcome the 
worthy and industrious of all lands to 
homes and citizenship among us. This 
hospitable sentiment is not violat«d, how- 
ever, by careful and reasonable regulations 
for the protection of public health, nor does 
it Justify the reception of immigrants who 
have no appreciation of onr instltations 
and whose presence among tis is a menace 
to (leace and good order. 

The importance of the Nicaragua ship 
canal as a means of promoting commerce 
between our states and with foreign coun- 
tries, and also a<) a contribution by Ameri- 
cans to the ente< prises which advance the 
interests of civilisation, shonld commend 
the project to foverament iHKMOValand 
wdocaement, 

Oar countrymen not only expect from 
thoee who repreeent them in public places 
a^edtilous cam for the things which are 
directly and palpably related to their 
material inteniate, but they also fully ap- 
preciate the value of cultivating oar na- 
tional pride and maintaining our national 
honor. Both their material Interests and 
tbrir national pride and honor are Invol ve<I 
in the stterew of the Colombian expos i 
tion; and they will not be inclined to con- 
done any neglect of effort on the part of 
their government to insureln the grandeur 
of this event a fitting exhibit of American 
growth and greatness, and a splendid 
(lemonstratlon of American patriotism. 

In an imperfect and incomplete letter I 
have thus endeavored to state some of the 
things which accoiil with the views and 
intentions of the party to which 1 have 
^iveii my lifelong allegiance. My attempt 
has not liern to instruct my coimtrymen 
nor my p.irty. Inn to rewind both that 
Democratir doriiine lies near the princi- 
ples of our goverimient un<l tends to pro- 
mote the people's good. I am willing to 
be acrused of adilressiiig my count rymen 
upon tri'.e topics and iu homely fashion, 
for I believe that important truths are 
fouiKi on the stiiiace of thought, and that 
they siiould be stated in direct and siinpli> 
terms. Though much is left unwritten, 
my record a.s a public servant leaves no 
excuse for misunderstanding my Iielief 
and iiii--ition on the questions which are 
now presented to the voters of the land for 
their decision. 

Called for till third time to represent the 
party of my choice in a eontest for tho 
supremacy of Democratic principles my 
grateful appreciation of its confidence, less 
than ever effaces the s demn sense of my 
responsibility. 

If the action of the convention you rep 
resent shall bo endorsinl liy the sutTrages of 
my countr> men. I will assume the duties 
of the great office for which I have lieeii 
uoniiiiHled, knowing full well its labors ami 
perplexities, and with humble reliance 
upon the Divine Ileing, infinite in power 
to aid and const.-uit in a watchful care over

Uenty A. Meyer, who a year ago was 
the Republican candidate for Mayor in 

I'.i'.ioklyn, has formally nmounced his 
allegiance to his erstwhile party and pro- 
claimed his intention of voting the Dem- 

ocra'ic ticket. sa\s the New York World. 
His reasons for doing so are significant 
and convincing. He was such a popular 
Repuhlicaii a yeai :c_'o tliat he ran 8,000 
votes aliead of iiis party's nominees on 
the State ticket. 

Tlie World adds that it was not nntil 
Mr. Meyer was nominated for the othce of 
Chief Executive that he iiave his close 
attention to politics. He had not studied 
the lines which divide the two parties «p 
to that time. What he learned convinced 
him that, to use his own language, " Re- 
publicanism is for the classes and De- 
mocracy for the masses." The tarilT re- 
form issue of the present campaign 
caused him to pursue his studies further, 
witli the result that Iiis conviction was 
strengthened to even a much greater de- 
gree. 

The conversion of their most riM^eiit 
Mayoralty nominee to the cause of pop- 
ular government has created a commotion 
anioni; the Republicans. One of thein 
remarked that they had taken a man 
from obscurity and given him a promi- 
nence wliich be now used as a club 
atjainst them. His views upon \-ital 
issues, it was argued, would not have in- 
terested more than his immediate friends 
twelve months ago, while now they were 
published to the world. 

The fact that the views of a plain, blunt 
man, one of the vast majority who are 
most afTeeted by the point now heiu.' 
contested, should command attention 
bothered the advocates of high protection 
more than a little.
